GRASSING ROADSIDES: Quite a 
number of new roads shave been 
built during the summer months. 
Many of these roads have back- 
slopedbanks. It is our policy to 
grass down these newly graded 
roadsides ag soon as the ditch 
banks have been levelled and made 
smooth. It is the responsibility of 
yourselves along your land to see 
that this levelling job is done, after 
which we will seed the g and 
then we would like you to Sharrow 


ithe seed jnto the ground, 


Grass can be seeded during the 
early part of the summer but where 
that is not possible we will seed 
late in the fall after there is no 
more liklihood of the seed germin- 
ating. Grass has to be seeded early 
enough so that the plants can es- 
ablish themselves before freeze- 
up, otherwise it must not be seeded 
tuntil after there is no more chance 
that the seeds will sprout. 

We find that late fall seeding 
has several advantages. Usually | 
the ground is dry enough so that 
it can be worked. We have more | 
spare time also at that time of | 
year to do the actual seeding. Fi- 
nally, the seeds will sprout early 
in the spring and make plenty of | 
growth during the first year, 

Well grassed roadsides help to | 
keep weeds down, prevent water | 
erosion, provide hay or pasture and | 


generally help to beautify the | 
country.

DEAR HOMEMAKERS, 

This week I will deal with three 
questions that often come up in the 
home today. I hope the answers 
given will help to clear up some of 
the problems encountered. 

QUESTION NO. 1: How can 1 
best wash Terylene or Dacron fi- 
ber-filled pillows? 

ANSWER: Manufacturers of these 
synthetic fibers do not recommend 
washing these pillows in an auto- 
matic washing machine because the 
batt could be torn or caused to 
compress if subjected to such agi- 
tation. When a pillow is wet it 
contains many pounds of water 
for each pound of fiberfill. If it 
is tumbled in a washing machine 
or drier, the weight of the water 
tends to tear apart the relatively 
delicate fiber arrangement in the 
batt. 

Gentle hand washing is advised 
by manufacturers of these fibers. 
Press warm soap or detergent suds 
| through the pillow as it lies flat in 
ja tub. The use of a non-sudsing 
detergent facilitates rinsing. The 
ticking can be cleaned by scrub- 
bing with a brush. Severe twisting 
of the pillow should be avoided. 
Rinse it the same way as washing. 
The pillow should be laid out flat 
to dry and only when it is partially 
dry should it be hung up to com- 
plete diving and fluffing. 

QUESTION NO. 2: How 
remove ballpoint ink stain? 

ANSWER: Inks used in ballpoint 
pens are different than other inks. 
Water will remove some ballpoint 
inks, but will spread others, First 
lremove as much ink as you can 
with acetone (nail polish remover). 
Do not use acetone on Acetate, Ar- 


can I 


nel, or Dynel: Instead use amyl ac- 
etate (banana oil). Bleach if the 
stain persists. 


Other authorities recommend try- 
ing synthetic shampoo. Rub it in 
and allow to stand fifteen minutes 
before rinsing. Repeat a number of 
times if necessary. If the satin 
persists rub with vaseline or sod- 
jum hydrosulphite. 

QUESTION NO 3: I have some 
foam rubber pillows which need a 
thorough washing. What is the 
best way to laundry them? 

ANSWER: Here are a few easy 


steps to follow in washing foam 
rubber items; 
(a) Remove the cotton covers. 


' (b>) Immerse the pillows in luke: 
warm suds made with mild soap. 
(c) Squeeze several times to for- 
ce the suds through the 
he the foam rubber. 


(d) Rinse three seperate time 
lukewarm water. 
' ‘(e) Put the pillows between two 
large size bath towels and roll them 


‘to remove excess moisture. 
(f) Allow to dry at ordinary room 
temperature, 
Incidently, foam jatex 
never be exposed to direct rays of 


'the sun or excessive heat,

The farmstead is the show win- 
dow of the farm family’s home. It 
is the area of heavy capitalization 
and the place where much time is 
spent in doing daily chores. Plan- 
ning it therefore becomes an im- 
portant part of any farm program. 


Planning, when wisely done, con- 
stitutes the arrangement of farm 
buildings, drives, fences, walks, 
farm entrance and the planting of 
sheltervelts. When landscaping is 
developed this way, it promotes 
more efficiency and enjoyment for 
family living. 

A plan for the farmstead will in- 
clude a drawing to scale, showing 
the present location of buildings, 
trees, drives, walks and other de- 
tails, This gives a starting point 
for making jmprovements on farm- 
steads that are already located, and 
a drawing such as should by all 
means be made when a new farm- | 
stead is located. 

In most instances planning be- 
comes a long-time project. The 
drawing should call attention to 
the present location of buildings 
and objects and the possibility of 
changing location for drives, fen- 
ces, and buildings that might be 
replaced from time to time. The 
location of permanent trees pre- 
sents a detailed study requiring in- 
formation in connection with the 
kinds of trees to plant, their adap- 
tability to the location, and the ef- 
fect they will produce when fully 
frown. 

By planning first it will be pos- 
sible to avoid many mistakes often 
made without a plan. A good plan 
will involve the possibility of ex- 
pansion, wil] provide simplicity, and 
above all, will develop attractive- 
ness for the farmstead.
